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<«T~HE end of the war does not 
I 1 mean the end of war financing. 

I It Is just as much our duty to prepare 
now for the Fifth Loan — and to put it 
OTer In spring — as It was our duty to 
float the four loans already sub- 1 
scribed. Our debt to the boys has not 
i shrunk a mite.” 

So says D. C. Wills, chairman of the 
. Central Liberty Loan Committee of 
the Fourth Federal Rescrre DistricL 
' Wills ha? been the man behind the 
loans and' upon his shoulders will rest 
the responsibility for the success of I 
the Fifth Loan next April. 

1 The details of this loan have not 
I yet been decided upon by the Treas- 
ury Department, but it is assured that 
a Fifth Loan is going to be necessary. 

"I feel confident that the details are 
only incidentals,” said Wills in a re- 
1 cent interview in Cleveland, “as far 
i as the attitude of the persons in the 
Fourth District is concerned. The per- 
formance of the Cleveland District in 
the past four loans has convinced me 
I that they only need to know that they 
i have a duty ahead of them. Apprised 
‘ of this they will buckle down to the 
' task of preparation and when the trial 
comes 4n the spring the Cleveland Dis- 
trict will be found playing second fid- 
dle to no district in the country.” 

In substantiation of bis statement 
that the end of the war did not mean 
the end of war financing Wills point- 
ed to the fact that a number of men 
would have to be kept in Ehirope for 
an indefinite period; the bills have to 
be paid for the transportation home of 
the gigantic oper- 
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giuiis, with boiidilions most serious 
Finland. 

Bohemia, Serbia, Roumania and 
Montenegro have already reached the 
famine point and are suffering a heavy 
toil of death. The Armenian popula- 
tion Is falling each week as hunger 
takes its toll, and In Greece, Albania 
and Roumania so serious are the food 
shortages that famine is near. Al- 
though stan-atlon Is not yet Imminent, 
Italy, Switzerland, Bulgaria and Tur- 
key are in the throes of serious strin- 
gencies. 

In order to fulfill America's ple<lge 
in world relief we will have to export 
every ton of food which can be han- 
dled through our ports. This means at 
the very least a minimum of 20,000,000 
tons compared with 6,000,000 tons pre- 
war exports and 11,820,000 tons ex- 
ported last year, when we were bound 
by the ties of war to the European 
allies. 

If we fail to lighten the black spots 
on the hunger map or if we allow any 
portions to become darker the very 
peace for which we fought and bled 
will be threatened. Revolt and anarchy 
inevitably follow famine. Should this 
happen we will see In other parts of 
Europe a repetition of the Itussian de- 
baclo and our fight for world peacs 
will have been In vain. 



A food map of Euro{>e today shows 
not a single country in which the fu- 
ture does not hold tlireat of seriou.s 
diflicultles and only a small part which 
Is not rapidly approaching the famine 
point With the exception of the 
Ukraine only those countries which 
have maintained marine commerce 
have sufficient food supplies to meet 
actual needs until next harvest, and 
even In the Ukraine, with stores accu- 
mulated on the farms, there is famine 
In the large centers of population. 

Belgium and northern France, as 
well os Serbia, appear on the hunger 
map distinct from the rest of Europe 
because they stand in a different rela- 
tion from the other nations to the peo- 
ple of the United Slates. America hns 
for four years maintained the small 
war rations of Belgium and northern 
France and is already making s]>ecial 
efforts to care for their Incretised 
after-the-war needs, which, with tliose 
of Serbia, must be included in this 
plan, are urgent in the extreme and 
must have Immediate relief. 

The gratitude of the t'.elgi.-in nation 
for Uie help .\merlca ha? v 'ended to 
her durirg the war consti'uU-s the

seat of government the little nation’s 
first thought was to express her grati- 
tude to the Commission for Relief In 
Belgium for preserving the lives of 
millions of her citizens. 

Germany, on the other hand, need 
not figure in such a map for Ameri- 
cans because there is no present Indi- 
cation that we shall be calleci on at all 
to take thought for the food needs of 
Germany. Germany probably can care 
for her own food problem If she is 
given access to shipping and Is enabled 
to distribute food to the cities with 
dense (topulations, which are the trou- 
ble centers. 

England, France, the Netherlands 
and Portugal, all of which have been 
maintained _ from American supplies, 
have sutUcient food to meet Immediate 
neetls. but their fututre presents seri- 
ous difficulties. The same is true of 
Spain and the northern neutral coun- 
tries — Norway, Sweden and Denmark 
— whose pflrts have been open and who 
have been able to draw to some degree 
upon foreign supplies. 

Most of Russia is already In the 
throes of famine, and 40,0!K),0(X) people 
there are beyond the pos.sihility of 
help. Before another spring thou- 
sands of them Inevitably must die. 
Tills applies «s well to Poland and 
practically throughout the Baltic re-

Fight in the Ranks the Red Cross Against 
Pain, Disease and Death.

Thtj have known very well the risks 
tfcey were taking — the two thousniul 
OUI more women who have gone to 
fraace for varied services under the 
American Red Cross, and the more 
tikan nine thousand nurses whom the 
American Red Cross has assigned to 
foreign duty under the United States 
Army and Navy Nurse Corps. 

' They went under orders, ns soldiers 
do; prepared tor any einegencies, as 
■•Idlers do; they assumed many 
strange and unforeseen tasks, as sol- 
- dlers do. Literally, they went as 
•ghters, against pain, ddsease and 
death. 

A “mobile surgical unit” of nurses — 
those words don't mean very much, 
^rhaps, tlie first time we hear them. 
Bat ace such an unit follow an army 
np to an advanced post ; see how (he 
Buraes work with steady hands hesldc 
tho surgeons as the stretchers with the 
Bowly wounded are brought in, S*>e 
thousands of them in evacuation hos- 
pitals, base hospitals, convalescent 
hospitals, tuberculosis hospitals ; some 
of them ip French military hospitals 
where sometimes our men are sent ; 
•00 them with their specialized skill 
In head surgery, or fracture work, or 
^ychiatry ; — all these women who 
keep bead end hand cool and steady, 

, when the ambulances unload great 
harvests of wounded. Then we say 
tho words “Our Nurses," as we say 
"Our Soldiers,” “Our Sailors,” “Our 
Marines.” 

On the night of March 25th, when 
tho Germans were fast advancing, and 
already within six kilometers of 
Annel, an outpost of Complegne, two 
American doctors remained, who un- 
der order of the French government, 
bad sent the patients and personnel 
of their hospital farther back the 
-Bight before. The artillery was deaf- 
•nlng, but the American Ambulance 
■oetions kept bringing their wounded 
to Annel. These doctors said that ns 
long as the American boys brought 
them wounded they would operate. 
Two nurses volunteered from Com- 
plegne, and so in the deserted chateau 
tho two surgeons, the two nurses and 
the ten drivers worked calmly on, 
while the buzz of aeroplanes shook 
tho air, and the blasting guns shook 
tbo eartlu 

EASING THE CARK ~ ] 
OF SOLDIERS’ FAMILIES 

The ten thousand Home Sorvlce Sec- 
tions of the American Red Crosr, In 
their work of looking after the fami- 
lies of the enlisted men, are doing won- 
ders for the morab o' the army Our , 
fighters are not men who are going to 
worry about themselves, but If they do 
Bot get cheerful letters from home, or 
If anything goes wrong there, they are 
going to worry, and that delicate thing 
the army men call morale Is going to 
be disturbed. It is to safeguard I 
against this and also to prevent need- 
less sulTering and to promote that spir- 
it of neighborliness and kindly aid that 
binds each conununity into an organic 
whole that the Home Service was or- 
ganised. 

Over 60,000 workers are serving on 
these ten thou.sand committees, which 
reach Into every corner of the country, i 
however remote. Not a town or vll- 
lage or crossroads that is not within 
reach of the Red Cross ; not a wife or 
child or mother of a man In servlet 
who cannot claim the ready aid of the 
Red Cross workers.

In the operating room. In Wiat first 
capture, when nine thousand wounded 
crowded the wards and halls and yard 
of the thousand-bed-hospllal and doctor 
and nurse worked together for day 
and night without stopping, giving to 
each operation an average of six min- 
utes, and employing emergencies In- 
spired by the desperate need of the 
moment, they did not know that the 
city bad been taken until all the 
stretchers brought Austrian wounded, 
and Austrian doctors came to their 
relief. 

Several hundred women are work- 
ing over there In the American Re<l 
Cross canteens. There are about two 
hundred of these canteens along the 
French and American lines of com- 
munication, and the women are work- 
ing under great pressure, feeding 
thousands of soldiers. The Rod Cross 
Is also establishing canteens by mili- 
tary request at a number of Aviation 
Campa American women conduct ^ 
these statioms, comprising canteen and 
club and reading room. Everyone of 
th(‘se canteens has something of the 
genius of home about it ; and it is 
because of this, no less than the fa- 
cilities for cleanliness and rest and 
refreshment, that the I'rcnch govern- 
ment has given the responsibility for j 
maintAlniug canteens for both armies 
to tile hands of the American Red Cross. 

In large numbers woiueu are going 
abroad ns hospital hut workers, al.so, 
aud ns social workers for trained 
service among the refugees and the 
repatriated. At each base hospital the 
Red Cross Is equipping, as fust as they 
can be bailL recreation huts for con-, 
valesccnt soldiers. 

Clerical workers have steadily in- ; 
creased in number for the admlnls- | 
tmtive offices. From that original ■ 
group of eighteen, which ns the first , 
American Red Cross Commission to ^ 
France sailed about June 1st, 1017, i 
the opganizitlion has grown to a work- 
ing force of more than 6,000 men aud 
women.

Tuberculosis Experts Sent by 
Red Cross Will Use Lat- 
est Methods.* 



Included In the unit of medical and 
lay workers which the American Red 
Cross has sent to Italy are a number 
of. the lendiiig‘«nti-tuberculosls work- 
ers of the country, sponsored by the 
National Tuberculosis AssoclMJon. 
Dr. William Clmrtes While, who beads 
the unit. Is medical director of ihe 
Tuberculosis League of Pittsburgh, 
and Or. Robert H. Bishop, the assist- 
ant director, is secretary of tlie Anti- 
Tuberculosis League of Cleveland as 
well us health commissioner of that 
cit.v. Dr. John II. Ix>wman of Clevo- 
iHtid, a former president of the Na- 
tional Association, Is another promi- 
neht member of the unit. Others are 
Dr. Robert G. Patterson, secretar.v of 
the Ohio Tuberculosis Association; 
Seymour H. Stone, nnlil recently sec- 
retary of the Ma.ssncliusetts Anti-Tu- 
berculosis l,cague: I>r. Certnide Stur- 
gis, secretary tif the New York City 
Association of Tuberculosis Clinics, 
and N. Nelson, superiniendent of the 
Cincinnati Anti-Tuberculosis League. 

.These men and women, at the re- 
quest of the Italian government, will 
eo-oiierale with that country In a|>ply- 
ing the latest approved American 
metboils fur comhuting the spread of 
tuberculosis. Some of them will be 
charged with the estal>li.siimeDt of 
clinics where people of all ages may 
be examined and treated; others wilt 
devote their utlention parJeularly to 
preventing tuberculosis among chil- 
dren, and a third gtoup will develop 
health publicity and education. 

It Is to the credit of the anti-tuber- 
culosis campaign in America that It 
has proiiuced si)ecialists of su.-h inter- 
national standing that Italy wishes to 
call lliem into her service te,nporaril.v. 
But the oampaigii v.’ill be continued 
unremittingly here at liooie. Its sui>- 
port during the ensuing year will be 
derived not as heretofore from the 
sale of Re<l Cross Christmas Seals, but 
by a si>ocial appropriation made by the 
Red Cross to the National Tuben-nlo- 
si.s A.ssoeialion. Tuberculosis workers 
on llielr side will line up with the Red 
Cross In its Clirisimas Roll Coll for 
UDiversnl membership.

The Red Cross Ready for Peace 

T he followinjr message has been telegraphed by the 
War Council of the American Red Cross to each one 
of the 3,857 chapters: 

“On February 10th, last year, nearly six weeks be- 
fore the United States declared war. National Red Cross 
Headquarters advised its chapters to prepare for war. 
That which has fol’owed in the record of the Red Cross 
in helping to win this war and to relieve the suffering 
growing out of it, constitutes something of which every 
American citizen has a right to be proud. Every Ameri- 
can Red Cross worker must feel a sense of gratitude in 
having had a share in it all. 

“The moment *is now coroe to prepare for peace. 
Until peace is real’y here and our soldiers home there 
can be no rela.xatio.i in any Red Cross effort incident to 
active hostilities. 

“But even with peace, let no one suppose that the 
work of the Red Cross is finished. Millions of Araericatn 
boys are still under arms. Thousands of them are sick 
and wounded. Owi:ig to the shortage in shipping, it may 
take a year or more to bring our boys home from France. 
But whatever the time, our protecting arms must be about 
them and their families over the whole period which 
must elapse before the normal life of peace can be re- 
sumed.

“Our ^Idlers and sailors are enlisted until the Com- 
mander-in-Chief tells them there is no more work for 
them to do in the wj.r. Let every Red Cross member and 



worker — and this means both men and women — show 
our returning soldiers and sailors that to care for their 
health, welfare and happiness we are enlisted for no less 
period than they arc. 

“The cessation jf war wiil reveal a picture of misery . 
such as the world las never seen before, especially in 
the many countries which cannot help themselves. The 
American people will expect the Red Cross to continue 
to act as their agent in repairing broken spirits and 
broken bodies. Pet-ce terms and peace conditions will' 
determine how we may best minister to the vast stricken 
areas which have been harrowed by war, and for this 
great act of mercy the heart and spirit of the American 
people must continue to be mobilized through the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. , 

“On behalf of the War Council, we accordingly ask 
each member of our splendid body of workers through- 
out the land to bear in mind the solemn obligation which 
rests upon ®ach one to ‘carry on.’ We cannot abate one 
instant in our efforts or in our spirits. There will be 
abundance of work to do, and specific advices will be 
given, but even at the moment of peace let no Red Cross 
worker falter. 

“Our spirits must now call us to show that not the 
roar of cannon or thi blood of our own alone directs our 
activities, but that a great people will continfie to respond 
greatly and freely to its obligations and opportunity to 
serve.”

“.After talking with the t>oys about 
the dally news service 1 have been 
told to notify you tbnt if the bulletin 
Is discoDtiiined you will be couit-iuar- 
tialed and shot,"

of drugs, food, soap and other sup- 
plies for the use of the Allied soldiers 
and needy civilians in that part of 
Russia. The vessel's cargo was val- 
ued at $1,511.23:1.

In addition to drags and food, al- 
I most every Imaginable article on the 
list of supplies sent over was for the 
' comfort, convenience and pleasure of 
i the Allied soldiers. Just a |ew of 
these articles were playing cards, 
i razor blades, Jewsharps, mandolins, 
accordeon-s ukuleles, phonograph.s, 
cameras, skates, wigs, whiskers, 
groa.se paints, footballs, snowshoea, 

' slippers, hockey outfits. Indoor base- 
balls, moving picture outfits, Bible.s, 

; prayer books, boxing gloves, games, 

' music, lM)oks cigarettes, candy and 
dried fruits. 

The ne-d of prompt relief for the 
inhahitant.s of towns along the coast 
of the AA'hlte Sen and on the Kola 
peninsula, many of whom were facing 
sturtutlon, was found to t)« lmt>era- 
livc. Scurvy had broken out among 
the p(s>ple at these places, adding to 
the gciifial distrcs.s. • 

Tho towns to which the relief ex- 
pendiliou was sent are virtually Iso- 
lated from tl:" outside world because 
of tBP^ireaclu*A;ous coast line.' shifting 
>■; nd bars aad uncharted wat»rs. An 
exceptionally early frost, even for that 
part of the world, ruined the harvests,* 
wli' -h were exi>ectrd to Improve con- 
dll ■ -ns.
